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CHAPTER 2. 
Of Public Lands. 


An Act Provipinc rok THE CREATION OF A COMMISSION TO 
Survey THR Pusiic LANDS OF THE STATE, AND FOR AN APPRo- 
PRIATION TO PAY THE EXPENSES AND COMPENSATION THEREOF. 


Whereas, There was created by Chapter 12, Volume 24, Laws 
of Delaware, a Commission to ascertain the location and have 
surveyed certain public lands belonging to the State of Dela- 
ware, and, 

Whereas, Said Commission has partially performed said 
duties, and made a return of their proceedings accompanied by 
a plot or survey to the Governor, and, 

Whereas, They were unable to proceed further in said work 
on account of a lack of funds; therefore, 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 

State of Delaware in General Assembly met: 

Section 1. That John M. Mendinhall, D. Mifflin Wilson, Ebe 
W. Tunnell and two other persons to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of the State of Delaware within ten days after the pas- 
sage of this Act, be and they are hereby created and constituted 
a Commission to ascertain the location of and have surveyed 
the lands of the State of Delaware lying near the ocean in Sus- 
sex County between the State of Maryland on the South and 
Cape Henlopen on the North. Vacancies in the said Commis- 
sion by death, resignation or otherwise shall be filled by the 
Governor, 


Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the said Commission 
to ascertain the location and quantity of said public lands and 
to cause the same to be surveyed by a careful and skillful sur- 
veyor to be by them selected, and to cause a plot of the same 
to be made, designating the said lands and all lands of adjoin- 
ing owners, also designating such lands as are now claimed by 
any persons and such lands as are now occupied and enclosed 
and the names of the persons by whom they are occupied or 
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enclosed. For this purpose said Commission shall have author- 
ity to engage a surveyor, counsel learned in the law, and sucli 
other assistants as it shall deem advisable: 


Section 3. Said Commission shall make return of their pro- 
ceedings, accompanied by a plot or survey of the said lands as 
aforesaid to the Governor, who shall lay the same before the ” 
next session of the General Assembly. Such return shall set 
out in detail all the proceedings! of the said Commission and 
surveyor and all items of expense connected with the making of 
such survey. \ 


Section 4. The said Commissioners shall each be paid a 
compensation of Five Dollars for each day actually spent on 
said work, and their counsel, surveyor and assistants shall re- 
ceive for their compensation such sum as shall be fixed and al- 
lowed by said Commission. 


Section 5. For the payment of the compensation of said 
Commissioners, their counsel, surveyor and assistants and all 
other expenses of said Commission, the sum of Five Hundred

AN Act Provipinc ror tue Erection aNp EQuipMentT OF A 
Fire Proor Stare ADMINISTRATION AND LinrAry BulLpine 
At Dover, AND FOR THE ALTERATIONS TO TIE STATE House. 


Re it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 

State of Delaware tn General elssembly met: 

Section 1. That Simeon S. Pennewill,' Preston Lea, Thomas 
M. Monaghan, Alexander P. Corbit, Alvin B. Conner, Ebe W. 
Tunnel, Timothy FE. Townsend, James I. Lafferty and Thomas 
©. Cooper be and are hereby appointed and constituted a com- 
mission and are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to 
construct, build, and complete a fire proof State Administration 
and Library Building for the State'of Delaware, at Dover, and 
for the alterations to the State Tlouse of sufficient capacity and 
to satisfactorily supply the needs of State offices and depart- 
ments and the State Library. Said Commissioners shall re- 
ceive no compensation whatever for their services, and shall 
be reimbursed for actual expenses incurred in connection with 
the duties of said commission, Any vacancies occurring in the 
number of the commission shall be filled by appointment by the 
then Governor of the State. The ‘duties of said commission 
shall include the erection and completion of a fire proof Ad- 
ministration and Library Building upon a location in the Town 
of Dover selected by said commission, the equipment of said 
building with necessary fixtures for heating, lighting and fur- 
nishing the same, and the destruction and removal of any build- 
ing now ‘occupying the said site selected for said new building, 
excepting the present State House Building. 


Section 2, On the passage of this Act and the organization 
of said commission, said commission shall employ a capable 
architect and proceed as speedily as possible to have necessary 
drawings and specifications prepared and to let contracts for 
the execution of the work authorized by this Act. Said Com- 
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mission shall let contracts by public advertising to the lowest, 
best and most responsible bidder and shall have the right to 
reject any and all bids; and shall require all contractors to give 
bonds, satisfactory to said commission, equal to one-half the 
amount of the respective contracts. 


Section 3. The total aggregate cost for the construction of 
said Administration and Library Building, and for the altera- 
tions to the State House, the performance of all other work 
hereby authorized, including all fees, commissions, salaries and 
expenses of all kinds for the commission, counsellors and at- 
torneys, engineers, experts, architects, superintendents, clerks 
and other employes shall not exceed the sum of sixty-two thou- 
sand and five hundred dollars. All payments on account of said 
work shall be ;made by the State Treasurer upon warrants drawn 
by the State Auditor from time to time upon the presentation to 
him of specifically itemized vouchers, approved by the proper 
officers of said commission. 


Section 4. Said commission shall use its best endeavor to 
complete said Adininistration and Library Building, and for the 
alterations to the State House by the first day of January, 1911, 
and shall render to the next General Assembly sitting in the 
year tort a full report of its proceedings under the provisions 
of said Act. 


Section 5. To supply the necessary funds to perform the 
work hereby authorized, the State Treasurer, as the Sinking 
Fund Commissioner, is hereby authorized, empowered and di- 
rected to transfer the sum of sixty-two thousand five hundred 
dollars from the sinking fund to the general fund. 


Section 6. The said sum of sixty-two thousand five hundred 
dollars transferred as aforesaid to the general fund is hereby 
appropriated to carry out the provisions of this Act, and the 
State Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to pay the 
same or so much thereof as is necessary to carry lout the pro- 
visious of this Act, upon the warrants of the State Auditor as 
is hereinbefore provided.

CHAPTER 4. 
Of the Passing and Publication of Laws. 


An Acr to Revive ann Extend ite Time ror ReEcorDING 
Private Acts. 


Whereas, By Section 3 of Chapter 4 of the Revised Statutes 
of the State of Delaware, it is provided that private statutes 
(namely such as are not of a public nature or published as 
such) shall be recorded in the Recorder’s Office in one of the 
counties of this State within twelve months after their passage 
or they shall be void; and 

Whereas, A nuinber of private and unpublished acts hereto- 
fore passed have been allowed to become void through igno- 
rance of the aforesaid enactment; therefore, for the purpose of 
relieving the parties interested of the embarrassments and dis- 
appointments arising from such neglect in the premises; there- 
fore 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Delaware in General Assembly met (two-thirds of 
each, Branch concurring therein) : 


Section 1, That all unpublished acts heretofore passed that 

netted have become void on account of not being duly recorded in 
compliance ‘with the provisions aforesaid and that have not by 

special acts been repealed or become void by lapse of the time 

for which they were limited, be and the same are hereby sev- 

Renewed crally renewed and re-enacted, and together with the provisions 
therein contained are respectively declared to be in full force 

for the period mentioned in the original acts, and to have the 

same force and effect as ifithe said acts had been severally re- 

corded according to law, and all acts and transactions done and 
performed under the provisions of said acts and property and 

other rights approved thereunder, shall have the same force and.

CHAPTER 6. 
Of the Revenues of the State. 


An Act in Retation ‘to tire TAXATION oF THose ENGAGED IN 
A TELEPIIONIC BUSINESS IN THIS STATE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Delaware in General Assembly met: 


Section 1, That every individual, association of persons, firm or 
lations: eorpor- Corporation engaged in the telephonic business and owning, leas- 
eee ing, controlling or operating any line or lines of wire in this State 
telephoute which said individual, association, firm or corporation, or any 


business sub- % m ie 
due tn other person or party, uses, or is entitled to use, either for the 
transmission of telephonic messages from any place in another 
State across any portion of this State to a place in another State, 
or for the transmission of telephonic messages between any two 
places wheresoever, shall be subject to taxation for the use of 
shattaumany the State, in manner following, viz: Each said individual, asso- 
wiegatee” ciation, firm, or corporation, shall annually hereafter on the 
Treagurec first day of July, commencing with the first day of July, A. D. 
1909, pay to the State Treasurer for the use of the State, a tax 
of sixty cents per mile of wire for the longest wire within this 
State, a tax of thirty cents per mile of wire for the next longest 
wire within this State, and twenty cents per mile of wire for each 


and every other wire within this State, owned, leased, controlled

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or operated by such individual, association, firm or corporation 
on the first day of June then last past, and which such individual, 
association, firm or corporation, or any other person or party, 
then used or was entitled to use, either for the transmission of 
telephonic messages from any place in another State across any 
portion of this State to a place in another State, or for the 
transmission of telephonic messages between any two places 
wheresoever; and shall also pay a further tax to the State 
Treasurer for the use of the State of twenty-five cents upon 
each and every telephonic transmitter in this State furnished or 
rented to any person or party whomsnever by such individual, 
association, firm or corporation. 


Section 2. That it shall be the duty of every individual, asso- 
ciation of persons, firm or corporation engaged in the telephonic 
business and owning, leasing, controlling or operating any line 
or lines of wire as set forth in Section 1 of this act, annually 
hereafter on or before the first day of June, commencing with 
the first day of June, A. D. 1909, to make and deliver to the 
State Treasurer a statement in writing verified by the oath or 
affirmation of such individual, or of one of the members of 
such firm, or the President, General Manager, or Treasurer of 
such association or corporation, showing the total number of 
telephonic transmitters used in this State on the first day of 
May then last past and which telephonic transmitters were 
furnished or rented by said individual, association, firm or cor- 
poration, to any person or party for telephonic purposes, and 
atso showing the number of miles of wire owned, leased, con- 
trolled or operated by said individual, association, firm, or cor- 
poration within this State on the first day of May then last past, 
which such individual, association, firm or corporation, or any 
other person or party then used or was entitled to use either 
for the transmission of telephonic messages, from any place 
in another State across any portion of this State to a place in 
another State, or for the transmission of telephonic messages be- 
tween any two places wheresoever, and designating the length 
and location of the longest and of each and every other wire. 


Section 3. That in case of the refusal or omission of any 
individual, firm, association or corporation as aforesaid, to make 
and deliver the statement in accordance with the provisions of 
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Section 2 of this act and within the time therein prescribed, 
the State Treasurer shall be and he is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to make an assessment of the tax hereby 
imposed, upon the best information he may be able to obtain 
and to add to the sum of the tax so assessed, a penalty of 
25% and to demand payment of the whole from the individual, 
association, firm or corporation, so inj default. The estimate so 
made by the State Treasurer in such case shall be final and con- 


chisive on the party so in default. 


Section 4. That in case of the omission or refusal of any 
individual, association, firm or corporation, subject to the pro- 
visions of this act to pay the tax by this act imposed, within 
thirty days after it is due, the State Treasurer shall be and he 
is hereby authorized, empowered and directed, to distrain upon 
any property in this State of the party so in default, and having 
given notice in writing of such seizure and distress, to sell the 
said property so seized and distrained on, ten days’ notice by ad- 
vertisement posted in five public places of the County wherein 
such property shall have been seized. 

Section 5. That the Act entitled “An Act Taxing Tele- 
graply Companies Doing Business in This State,” passed at 
Dover, April 18, 188, being Chapter 460 of Volume 18 of the 
Laws of Delaware, be and the same is hereby amended by 
striking out the words “or telephone” in the third line of 
Section 1 of said act.

Nothing in this Act shall! be so construed to re- 
quire any incorporated town, city or municipality to pay a tax 
as anentioned in Section 1 on account of the production or 
manufacture of steam, gas or electricity by it.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Delaware in General Assembly aet: 


Section 1. That hereafter every individual, association of tiene ana 
persons, firm or corporation, engaged in the business of brew- cornera tion 
ing malt or other brewed liquors in any County of this State Browing Malt 
where the same is not prohibited by law, and desiring to con- 
tinue in such business, shall annually hereafter on or before the 
first day of June file with the Clerk of the Peace of the County in 
which such business is conducted, a statement in writing verifier gratoment 
by the oath or affirmation of such individual, or of one of the When nid | 
members of such firm, or the President, General Manager or made 
Treasurer of such association or corporation, setting forth the 
number of gallons of malt or brewed liquors brewed by such 
individual, association of persons, firm or corporation during Malshow

Section 2. That hereafter every such individual, association 
of persons, firm or corporation, desiring to engage in the busi- 
ness of brewing malt or other brewed liquors in any County of 
this State where the same is not prohibited by law, and not 
having been engaged in such business during the twelve months 
then Jast past, shall pay to the Clerk of the Peace of the County 
in which such business is to be conducted, the. sum of Five 
Hundred Dollars, for the use of the State, and thereupon the 
said Clerk of the Peace shall issue a license authorizing the con- 
duct of the business aforesaid in.the County aforesaid until the 
first day of June then next ensuing, and such license shall -be 
deemed and taken to authorize the sale .and delivery by the 
holder thercof until the said first day of June of the product of 
such business in any County in this State: where the same is not 
prohibited by law, in quantities of not less than one half gal- 
lon to any individual, association of persons, firny or corpora-~ 
tion, legally authorized to sell such product. The holder of a 
license authorized by Section 2 of this Act shall at the expira- 
tion thereof obtain another license which shall be valid for the 
year following by fulfilling the requirements and conditions 
mentioned and set forth in Section 1 hereof, and thereafter said 
ucensee shall be deemed and held to come under the provisions 
of said Section 1. 


Section 3. Every individual, and every member of a firm or 
association of persons, and every director or other officer of 
a corporation which shall be engaged in the business aforesaid 
at any time when the conduct of such business is not authorized 
as aforesaid, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon indictment and conviction thereof, shall be liable to a 
fine of not less than Five Hundred Dollars or no more than Five 
Thousand Dollars, or shall be imprisoned for a term not ex- 
ceeding one year, or both, in the discretion of the Court. 


Section 4. The duties of the Secretary of State relative to 
the preparation and furnishing of licenses for the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors to Clerks of the Peace and the keeping of 
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an accurate account thereof against each of said Clerks, and 
the sending of a duplicate thercof to the Auditor of Accounts, 
and the duties and powers of the Auditor of Accounts relative 
to such licenses and to the accounting therefor by the said 
Clerks of the Peace, and the duties of cach of the Clerks of the 
Peace to render full and accttrate accounts of all moneys for 
liquor licenses received by him for the use of the State, or 
for which he is accountable, and the depositing of the full 
amount of all moneys due on stich account to the credit of the 
State Treasurer with the certificate of deposit endorsed thereon, 
shall be deemed and taken to extend to and embrace all licen- 
ses issued under the authority of this Act, and all moneys re- 
ceived or due therefrom, except however, that the time when 
the said Clerks of the Peace shall render an account of moneys 
due under the provisions of this Act to the State Treasurer 
and shall make deposit as aforesaid, shall be on the first Monday 
of July in each year. All penalties and forfeitures now pre- 
scribed by law for a failure on the part of any Clerk of the 
Peace to render an account and make deposit to the credit 
of the State Treasurer of all moneys for which he is account- 
able for licenses for the sale of intoxicating liquors, shall be 
deemed and taken to apply and extend to every case of the 
failure of any Clerk of the Peace to render an account and make 
deposit as aforesaid of all moneys due from him to the use of 
the. State under the provisions of this Act; and the official 
obligation of each Clerk of the Peace shall extend to and em- 
brace the moneys received or which ought to be received by 
him under the provisions of this Act, and the dutics required 


of him,

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
Staty of Delaware in General Assembly met: 


Section 1. That Section 3 of Chapter 117, Volume 13, Laws 
of Delaware, entitled ‘An: Act to raise Revenue and to provide 
for the Current Expenses of the State Government,” be and the 
same is hereby amended by striking out the words “twenty-five” 
in the thirteenth line thereof and inserting in lieu thereof the 
word “ten.” 


Section 2. That Section 5 of said Chapter 117, of Volume 
13, Laws of Delaware, be and the same is hereby amended by 
striking out the words “Every person who shall keep a place 
where food or refreshments of any kind, not including vinous, 
spirituous or malt liquors, for the accommodation of casual

Section 2. It shall be the duty of said Recorders to record in 
said books all such births, marriages and deaths as the same may 
be returned, or lodged in their offices for that purpose; for which 
service he shall receive,from the County five cents for every certifi- 
cate so recorded. He shall also at the end of every three months 
furnish a copy of such records of births and marriages for the 


preceding three months to the Secretary of the State Board of 
Health for which copy he shall be paid at the same rate as above 


provided. 


Section 3. The books so provided shall be separate atid distinct, 
each from the other, and shall be respectively entitled, “The Reg- 
ister of Births,” ‘The Register of Mariages,” and The Register 
of Deaths,” and shall cach be furnished with an index. The Reg- 
ister of Births shall be ruled on each page with columns from top 
to bottom, each column with an appropriate heading, as follows: 
Full name of child, sex, color, date] and place of birth; father’s 
name, age, occupation, nativity ; name of mother previous to mar- 
riage, age, nativity ; child’s number in this family ; number by this 
mother; date of certificate ; date of registration. 


Section 4. Tt shall be the duty of the physician present at 
the birth of any child, or (if not present at the time of the birth

of the child) who attends the case of any mother during her 
lying in period, after the first day of July, 1881, to report to the 
Recorder of Deeds for the county in which any such child shall 
have been born, the day, month and year of the birth, the sex 
and color of the child, and name of the father and mother, on 
the form to be furnished by the Recorder of the county, and re- 
turn the certificates so prepared to said recorder on or before 
the first days of January, April, July and October in each year, 
together with the facts relative thereto; and every midwife 
present at the time of, or within five days after the birth of any 
child, where no physician is attending said case, after the first 
day of July, 1881, shall, within ten days after any such birth, 
report to the practicing physician residing nearest her place of 
residence, the day, month and year of the birth, the sex, and 
color of the child, and the name of the father and mother, and 
the physician shall make return in the same manner as if he 
had been present at such birth, varying only in stating upon 
whose information he made the certificate, for which service 
the physician shall receive (five) cents for each certificate so 
returned by him to be paid by the county in which such return 
has been made. Each and every birth so returned shall be 
registered by the Recorder under the letter of the alphabet 
to which they respectively belong; and the birth or births there- 
in certified shall be recorded so as to conform to the form pre- 
scribed, as far as possible; and the record need not be a literal 
copy, only so that it conform to the facts certified. All certifi- 
cates so returned to the Recorder shall be filed by him, accord- 
ing to the date of the return.

Section 2, Every resident of this State who is the owner of a geneweu an- 
motor vehicle, and every non-resident, except as hereinafter mually 
provided, shall, annually, apply to the Secretary of State for the 
registration of the said motor vehicle. The application shall contain Abnrcation 
the name, place of residence and correct post-office address of Mpe.sgires, 
the owner, with a brief description of the motor vehicle, stating of moter 
the name of the maker, manufacturer’s number and character of 
the motive power and rated horse power. The said application 


shall be made upon a blank provided for the purpose by the Sec- erry 
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retary of State. It shall be signed by the owner and shall be veri- 
fied by oath or affirmation. Upon receipt of the application and 
a fee of three dollars for a motor cycle and a fee of five dollars 
for any other motor vehicle, the Secretary of State shall register 
the said motor vehicle in a book to be kept for that purpose, and 
shall issue to the owner a registration certificate and the Secretary 
of State at the expense of the State shali provide two number 
tags containing the registration number, the figures of which 
shall not be less than. five inches in height, and the abbreviated 
name of the State and the year. Provided, however, that non- 
residents of this State shall be entitled to the same exemptions 
from the provisions of this Act as are granted to the citizens of 
this State by the laws of the State in which said non-residents 
reside, 

“The fees provided for by this Act shall include all the fees 
due the Secretary of State upon any license or certificate pro- 
vided for by this Act.” 


Section 3. No motor vehicle shall be operated upon any pub- 
lic street, road, turnpike or highway unless the number tags are 
carried conspicuously, one on the front and the other on the rear 
of the motor vehicle in such manner that they may be casily 
read. They shall be parallel to the axles of the motor vehicle, 
and shall be kept free from ‘oil, grease, dirt or other substance 
likely to impair their legibility ; and between one hour after sunset 
and one hour before sunrise, the rear number tags shall be illumi- 
nated so that the number can be plainly distinguished when the 
motor vehicle is in use. Provided that when used upon the motor 
cycle the number tags shall be attached so that they may be plainly 
read from both sides of the said motor cycle instead of being at- 
tached to the front and rear; and provided further that the re- 
quirements as to illuminating the rear number tag shall not ap- 
ply to motor cycles. Not more than one set of number tags shall 
be displayed upon any motor vehicle, except as provided in Sec- 
tion 2 for non-residents.

Ap- 
plications for license shall be made in writing upon a blank fur- 
nished by the Secretary of State, and shall contain the name of 
the applicant, his place of residence, including City or Town, 
street and number, and his post-office address, and shall state 
that he is over sixteen years of age and is qualified to operate a 
motor vehicle. It shall be signed by the applicant's own hand 
and verified by oath or affirmation. Upon receipt of the applica- 
tion and a fee of five dollars, the Secretary of State shall issue 
to the applicant a license. The license shall contain the licensee’s 
name and residence, and the date and number of the license, and

State the registration certificate for the vehicle so transferred. 
Should the original owner make application for the registration 
of another motor vehicle within the period of two months, ac- 
companied by a fee of one dollar, he shall be assigned the num- 
ber previously issued to him. 


Section 6. Motor vehicles, operated by manufacturers or deal- 
ers for the purpose of testing or selling, shall be exempt from the 
necessity of individual registration, provided said manufacturer 
or dealer registers with the Secretary of State in the “dealer’s 
class.”

MENT OF LABOR OF CHILDREN AND MINORS AND To AProinr 
AN INSPECTOR FoR THE ENFORCEMENT OF THE SAME.” 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Delaware in General Assembly met: 


That Chapter 123, Volume 23, of the Laws of Delaware, enti- 
tled “An Act to Limit the Age and Employment of Labor of 
children and Minors, and to Appoint an Inspector for the En- 
forcement of the same,” be and the same is hereby amended as 
follows: 


By striking out Section 1 of said Act and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: 


“Section 1. That no child under the age of fourteen years 
shall be employed or suffered to work at any gainful occupation.” 

By striking out Section 2 and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following: 


“Section 2. That no child between the ages of fourteen and 
sixteen years shall be employed in any factory, workshop or es- 
tablishment where the manufacture of any kinds of goods what- 
ever is carried on unless such child shall have attended a public 
school or a school equivalent thereto or a parochial schoo! for 
not less than one hundred and forty days during the school year 
previous to his arriving at the age of fourteen years, or within 
the school year inunediately preceding such employment, and un- 
fess such child shall be able to read and write simple sentences in 
the English language, and be familiar with the fundamental oper- 
ations of arithmetic up to fractions.” 

By striking out in Section 3 of said Act the words “in any fac- 
tory, work-shop or establishment where the manufacture of any 
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kind of goods is carried on” and inserting im lieu thereof the 
words “in any gainful occupation.” 

By adding to Section 3 of said Act after the words “fifty-four 
hours a week” the following: “or before the hour of seven 
o’clock in the morning or after the hour of six o’clock in the even- 
ing.” Also by adding to Section 3 of said Act at the end thereof 
the following: 

“The said Factory and Workshop Inspector hereby is further 
directed and empowered to inquire into and investigate whether 
the employers within this Act observe its provisions and to ex- 
amine the sworn statements of the parents or guardians and the 
certificates of teachers, as required by Section 4 of this Act, and 
to thoroughly investigate the truth of the facts therein recited, 
and after such inquiry, examination and investigation if it appears 
to the satisfaction of the said Factory and Workshop Inspector 
that said employers have not observed the provisions of this Act 
or that the said certificates or statements are untrue in whole or 
in part, he is hereby empowered to deliver to said employer a 
written notice in the following form, viz.:

Tt shall be unlawful for the employer of any child within the 
provisions of this Act to fail to comply with the terms of said 
notice.”

It shall be the duty of every person or corpora- 
tion employing a child or children within the provisions of this 
Act to keep a register, in which shall be recorded the name, age, 
day of birth and place of residence of every child under the age 
of sixteen years so employed by such person or corporation ; and 
such register shall be produced on demand and shown to the 
Factory and Workshop Inspector. It shall be unlawful for any 
person or corporation to employ any minor under the age of six- 
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a sworn statement made by the parent or guardian of such minor, 
stating the name, date and place of birth of such minor, and also 
unless there is furnished to said person or corporation a certificate 
of the teacher or teachers of said minor child showing that it has 
attended school, has received the instruction and is aualined as 
prescribed by Section 2 of this Act.

Section 1. Timmediately upon the approval of this Act, the 
Governor shall appoint a competent person, who shall reside in 
Kent County, to serve as, and be known as the Kent County 
State Highway Commissioner. The full term of office of said 
Commissioner shall be for four years from the date of the ap- 
pointment and until a successor is appointed and qualified, and 
all vacancies occurring shall be filled by the Governor. All ap- 
pointments made by virtue of and under the provisions of this 
Act shall be referred to the Senate of the State of Delaware for 
confirmation as required by the Constitution. 

The said Highway Commissioner shall receive in full com- 
pensation for his services, an annual salary of one thousand

and all other powers and duties respecting such roads, except 
within the limits of any city or incorporated town shall be imposed 
upon and vested in the said Levy Court to the exclusion of all 
district, hundred, korough or other municipal officers, excepting 
officers of city or incorporated town; after the first highway shall 
have been constructed underl this Act in Kent County, it may be 
the duty of the Levy Court to appoint a county supervisor of

he may think necessary or proper to be made to such county 
roads, and under the direction and control of the said Levy Court 
{o spend moneys raised for such repairs in such manner and 
upon such portions of the road as will tend to keep them in the 
hest possible state of repair; no part of said money shall be paid 
into the hands of the said county supervisor, but all expenses of 
repairs shall be paid by the County Treasurer on the order of the 
Levy Court, granted only on the presentation of bills verified 
and approved by the Clerk of the Peace; it shall be the duty of the 
authorities of any city or incorporated town within which any 
portion of any highway may be constructed under the provisions 
of this Act to keep the portion thereof within such town in repair 
forever after such construction, and such town shall have the 
same power, authority and jurisdiction over such portion of such 
road, and shall have imposed upon it the same duties as were 
imposed upon and vested in it with respect to such portion of such 
road before its improvement under the provisions of this Act.

able within thirty days represented by certificates showing the 
amount of deposits, the date of issue and the date when due. 
The whole of such last mentioned reserve fund may, and at 
least one-third thereof must, consist cither of lawful money 
of the United States, gold certificates, silver certificates, or 
notes and bills issued by any lawfully organized national bank- 
ing association; and the balance thereof over and above the

Every trust company 
engaged in the business of banking elsewhere within this State 
and receiving money on deposit, every State bank and very 
individual banker, or firm of bankers, doing business else- 
where within this State, shall at all times have on hand a re- 
serve fund equal to at least ten per centum of its, his, or their, 
aggregate deposits, exclusive of moneys held by it, him, or 
them, in trust which are not made payable under the condi- 
tions of the trust within thirty days and also exclusive of time 
deposits not payable within thirty days represented by cer- 
tificates showing the amount of deposit, the date of issue and 
the date when due. The whole of such last mentioned reserve 
fund may, and at least one-third thercof must, consist either 
of lawful money of the United States, gold certificates, silver 
certificates, or notes and bills issued by. any lawfully organized 
national banking association; and the balance thereof over 
and above the part consisting of lawful money of the United 
States, gold certificates, silver certificates, notes and bills is- 
sued by any lawfully organized national banking association,

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Delaware in. General Assembly met (two-thirds of 
each branch of the Legislature concurring): 


Section 1. That the inhabitants of the Town of Elsmere 
are hereby constituted a corporation or body politic by the 
name and style of “The Commissioners of Elsmere” and by 
such name shall be able and capable to sue and be sued, plead 
and be impleaded, answer and be answered, defend and be de- 
fended in all courts of judicature whatsoever in this State, and 
may have and use a common seal, with such device or devices 
as they shall think proper, with power to alter and change 
the same as may be deemed expedient; to purchase, take, hold, 


receive and enjoy any messuage, lands, tenements or heredita-. 


ments in fee simple, or otherwise, and also goods and chattels, 
rights and credits, and to alien, grant, devise, sell and dispose 
of the same in such manner and form as they may deem ex- 
pedient. 

Provided Nevertheless, that there is hereby reserved to the 
Legislature the power and authority to repeal this Act, or any 
part thereof, or any other law which may hereafter be enacted 
respecting the said Town. : 


Section 2. The boundaries of said Town of [tsmere shall 
be as follows: 

Beginning at a stone in the South Easterly side of the new 
road leading from Elsmere to Wilmington, a corner for the 
lands of the estates of Samuel B. Davis, A. C. Cleland, and 
Dr. J. P. Stidham; thence West North Westwardly to a cor- 
ner of the estate of John R. Tatum, along the division line be- 
tween the estates of Samuel B. Davis, the Catholic Cemetery 
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and the estates of Dr. J. P. Stidham and Ann B. Forman; 
thence North Westwardly to a corner, along the division line 
between the estates of John R. Tatum and Ann B. Forman; 
thence West South Westwardly to a corner, along another 
division line between the estates of said John R. Tatum and 
Ann B. Forman; thence South Westwardly, along still another 
division line between the estates of John R. Tatum and Ann 
B. Forman to a point in a line of land between the estates of

Woodward and the Walters’ estate; thence 
North Westwardly, along still another division line between 
the lands of Aaron K. Woodward and the Walters’ estate to the 
center of Chestnut Run, thence Southerly and South Westerly 
along the center of Chestnut Run in its various courses to the 
center of Mill Creek; thence South Easterly and Easterly along 
the center of Mill Creek in its various courses to the center ot 
Silver Brook; thence Northerly along the center of Silver 
Brook in its various courses to a point in the division line be- 
tween the estate of Dr. J. P. Stidham and the Northerly side 
of the Right of Way of the old Delaware & Western Rail- 
road; thence Easterly along the said division line between the es- 
tate of Dr. J. P. Stidham and the Northerly side of the said Right 
of Way to a point in the Eagterly side of an old lane leading 
from the Newport Pike to the estate of Dr. J. P. Stidham 
and being also the division line between the estates of Dr. J. 
P. Stidham and A. C. Cleland; thence North North Westerly

The Commissioners of Elsmere may, at any time hereafter, 
cause a survey and plot to be made of the said town, and the 
said plot, when so made, and approved by the said Commis- 
sioners, shall be recorded in the office for the Recording of 
Deeds, in and for New Castle County, and shall be evidence 
in all courts of law and equity in this State. 

Section 3. John P, Hearn, William B. Johnson, Isaac P. 
Forman, William B. Carswell, and Joseph A. Ranck shall be 
the Commissioners for the said Town of Elsmere until the 
Tenth day of April in the year of our Lord One Thousand 
Nine Hundred and Nine or until their Successors are elected. 
The said Commissioners shall as soon as possible after the 
passage of this act meet at some place to be agreed upon by 
them and choose a President and Secretary from their num-. 
ber, and shall also choose an Alderman, Treasurer and an As- 
sessor; the Treasurer and Assessor shall be citizens and free- 
holders of said Town, and the Alderman, Treasurer aud As- 
sessor so chosen shall liold office until the expiration of the 
terms of the Commissioners created by this Act. 


Section 4. An election shalt be hefd in the Town of Els- 
mere for an Alderman, five Commissioners, Treasurer and 
Assessor on the Tenth day of April in the year of our Lord 
Qne Thousand Nine Hundred and Nine at such time of the 
day and at such place as shall be determined and fixed by the 
Town Commissioners, due notice whereof shall be given by 
the said Commissioners at least five days before said election. 
Three of said Commissioners, the Treasurer and the Assessor 
shall be freeholders and citizens of said Town, and two of said 
Commissioners may be citizens not freeholders of said Town. 
On the Monday following said @lection, the Commissioners 
elected shall meet at some place to he agreed upon by them

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Town, and of and over all neglects, omissions or defaults of 
the Town Bailiff, Assessor, Collector of Taxes, or Treasurer, 
or any other person or officer whose duty it may be to collect, 
receive, pay over, or account for any money belonging to the 
said Town, or to execute or obey any law or ordinance there- 
of; provided that he shall not impose any fine exceeding ten 
dollars, nor have jurisdiction in any civil matter other than 
to carry out the provisions of this Act and of the rules and 
regulations that may be adopted for the government of said 
Town by the persons authorized to adopt the same under this 
Act. The fees of said Alderman shall be the same as are al- 
lowed justices of the peace for similar services under the law 
of this State. It shall be the duty of the Alderman to keep a 
book of record or docket, to be called the “Alderman's Docket 
of Elsmere,” to be provided by the Commissioners aforesaid, 
in which all his official acts shall be entered, and he shall, upon 
expiration of his term of office, deliver over to his successor 
all the books, papers, etc., pertaining to his office within ten 
days after the election and qualification of his successor and 
in default of so doing he shall forfeit and pay for the use of 
said Town the sum of Twenty Dollars, to be recovered before 
the succeeding Alderman or any justice of the peace residing 
in said Town or in Christiana Hundred or an adjoining hun- 
dred. 


Section 7. That the Alderman, Commissioners, Treasurer 
and Assessor, aforesaid, so elected, before entering upon the 
duties of their respective offices, shall be sworn or affirmed, 
by the Alderman or by any one of the Commissioners hold- 
ing over to perform the duties of their offices respectively 
to the best of their knowledge, and without favor or partiality. 
The said Commissioners, at their first regular meeting after 
sach election, shall choose a Président and Secretary from 
their number who shall hold office for one year or until their 
successors are elected; if by death or otherwise, the office of 
President or Secretary shall become vacant, the Commission- 
ers or a majority of them, at their next regular mecting or at 
a special meeting thereafter are hereby authorized to fill said 
vacancy; if any vacancy shall occur in the office of Alderman, 
Treasurer, Bailiff, Collector of Taxes, Commissioners or As-

All the Commis- 
sioners shall act, but the decision of a majority shall govern. 
The officer or officers so appointed, after being duly quali- 
fied as aforesaid, shall have the same powers and authority 
and be subiect to alf penalties as those dulv elected to said 
office or offices. The Commissioners shall reccive no com- 
pensation for their services as Commissioners. 

It shall be the duty of the President chosen as aforesaid 
to preside at all meetings of said Commissioners, and in case 
of his absence an officer pro. tem. shall be appointed in his 
place. The President shall receive no compensation for his 
services as President. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to record all the pro- 
ceedings of the Commissioners and keep a correct journal of 
the same in a book or books provided for that purpose; said 
journal must show all bills approved by the Commissioners, 
the amount of said bills and to whom payable and also to keep 
the papers relative to said Town, all of which are to be 
carefully preserved and delivered to his successor in office. 
The Commissioners shall fix the compensation to be received 
by the Secretary for his services as Secretary. 

{t shall be the duty of the Treasurer to deposit all money 
in his possession belonging to said Town, in the name of the 
Town of Elsmere, in a bank selected by the Commissioners; 
the said Treasurer shall be the custodian of all moneys be- 
longing to said Town and shall pay out of any moneys in his 
possession belonging to the said Town all bills approved in 
writing by the Commissioners or a majority of them and pre- 
sented to him for payment, and take a receipt for the same 
to be preserved and delivered to his successor in office; he 
shall settle his accounts with the said Commissioners annually 
in the month of March and at such other times as the said 
Commissioners may require. The Treasurer shall attend all 
mectings of the Commissioners. The manner of paying out 
money by the Treasurer shall be prescribed by the Commis- 
sioners, 
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The said Treasurer shall also before entering upon the duties 
of his office give bond to “The Commissioners of Elsmere” 
with sufficient security, to be approved by the Commissioners 
of said Town in the penal sum of double the amount of what 
may be likely to come into his hands, conditioned for the faith- 
ful discharge of the duties of said office, and for the delivery 
to his successors in office all books, papers, etc., relating to 
his said office and all sums of money belonging to said Town, 
which may remain in his hands upon the termination of his of- 
fice and the settlement of his final account; the cost of said 
bond shall be paid by the said Town of Elsmere. 

If the Treasurer shall fail to bond as required by this sec- 
tion, he shall thereby forfeit his office and the same shall be- 
come vacant; in case such vacancy occurs the Commissioners 
are authorized to appoint a Treasurer to serve for the unex- 
pired term. The compensation of the Treasurer shall be fixed 
by the Commissioners. 

The Commissioners are hereby authorized to appoint one 
or more suitable and capable persons to audit the accounts 
of the Treasurer annually in the month of March and at such 
other times as said Commissioners may deem advisable. It 
shall be the duty of the said Auditor or auditors, to make and 
post in at least three public places in the Town of Elsmere a 
statement showing all receipts and disbursements and balance 
remaining in the hands of the Treasurer. 

The said auditor or auditors shall receive a reasonable com- 
pensation to be fixed by the Commissioners. 


Section 8. That the Commissioners for the time being, or 
a majority of them, shall have the superintendence and over- 
sight of all roads and streets, lanes, alleys and gutters now 
open or hereafter to be opened in said Town, except the road 
known as the New Road, which runs from the City of Wil- 
mington to Price’s Corner, and beyond, and which belongs 
to the County, and shall have power and authority to cause

through or over whose grounds such new street or streets may

such new street may run of their determination to open the same, 
and to furnish a general description of the location thereof, and 
also the amount of such damages or compensation allowed to 
each, and if such owner be not a resident within the said Town, 
to notify the holder of said real estate.

Section 5. That the alderman, commissioners, assessor, col- 
lector, treasurer, auditors aforesaid so elected, shall, before one of 
the justices of the peace in the said town be duly qualified by 
oath or affirmation to ‘perform the duties of their offices re- 
spectively to the best of their knowledge respectively and without 
favor or partiality, and after being so qualified the said com- 
missioners, at their first meeting after each election, shall choose 
a president and a secretary from their numbers, who shall con- 
tinue during their term of office; and if, by death or otherwise, 
the place of president or secretary shall become vacant, the com- 
missioners, or a majority of them, at their next meeting there- 
after, are hereby authorized to fill said vacancy out of their own 
numbers as aforesaid. All the commissioners shall act, but the 
decision of a majority shall govern. The officers so appointed,

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CHAPTER 203. 
Of Cities and Towns. 
AN Act To RE-INCORPORATE THE TowN oF MILtsnoro. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of: thz 
State of Delaware in General Assembly met, (two-thirds of 
all the members elected to cach branch of the Legislature con- 
curring therein): 


Section 1. The Town of Millsboro shall be bounded as fol- 
lows: 

Beginning at a marked cedar tree in Henry Lawson’s yard 
southeast of his house, thence northwest to a corner post in the 
forks of the road north of the dam, thence southwest to a marked 
cedar on south side of public road between Emory Ellis’ house 
and house of Mrs. Anna Quattlander now occupied by Curtis 
Ellingsworth, thence southeast to a post at the east edge of public 
road and south of the C. B. Houston residence, thence southeast 
to a marked red oak on north side of Old Landing Road, thence 
northeast to a large marked cedar on the south side of the State 
road near the Charlie Goslee house, thence northwest to the point 
of beginning. 


Provided, however, that the jurisdiction of said town shall 
extend over all wharves, docks, piers and other constructions 
in the Indian River adjoining the limits of said town. 


Section 2. The inhabitants of the said Town of Millsboro are 
hereby constituted and continued a corporation or body politic 
under the name and style of “The Commissioners of Millsboro” 
with power to govern themselves by such ordinances, resolutions, 
rules and regulations for municipal purposes as they may deem 
proper, not to conflict with this Act, nor with the constitution 
and laws of this State or of the United States. The said corpor- 
ation shall be vested with all the powers, rights, privileges, fran- 
chises and immunities heretofore belonging to “The Commis- 
sioners of Millsboro” as a municipal corporation, and shall have 
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all the privileges and franchises incident to a corporation or body 
politic. All laws, ordinances, resolutions, rules and regulations 
for municipal purposes now in force within said town, not incon- 
sistent with, nor modified or repealed by the provisions of this 
Act, shall continue in force until repealed, rescinded or changed 
tty proper authority, 


Section 3. The said corporation shall have power to annex Power to annex 
any additional contiguous territory upon the petition of the ritory 
freeholders paying three-fourths of the taxes thereof, and extend 
and apply to such additional territory all laws, ordinances, reso- 
lutions, rules .and-regulations in force within said town, so far 
as they may be locally applicable. Before any additional territory 
shall be annexed to said town, the Commissioners shall pass a 
resolution describing and defining accurately the territory pro- 
posed to be annexed, and shall give notice that the petition for Notice of in- 
such annexation has been presented by causing copies of said" 
resolution to be posted in at least five public places in said town; 
and within sixty days thereafter, if sufficient cause to the con- 
trary be not shown to the Commissioners, it may, by ordinance, 
two-thirds of all the members concurring therein, annex to said 
town the territory described and defined in said resolution, and 
such territory shall thereupon become a part of said town.

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To acquire or erect and maintain public buildings for mu- 
nicipal purposes and to regulate and control the management 
of the same; 


To lay out, establish, maintain or vacate public parks and 
sqtiares; to lay out, open,. grade, extend, widen, improve or 
vacate streets and alleys, crossings and other highways; to 
construct, maintain or vacate sewers, drains, gutters and other 
works for the disposition of sewerage and the drainage of 
said town; the jurisdiction and control over the squares, strects 
and alleys, sidewalks, crossings and other highways, to ex- 
tend from building line to building line; 


To provide for supplying said town and its inhabitants with 
water, and for the protection of the water to be used from 
contamination; to provide for the acquisition or erection and 
maintenance of such works as may be necessary or conven- 
ient for supplying water and to fix, alter, regulate and control 
the price and use of water so supplied; 


To provide for lighting the streets and all public places in 
said town; 


To fix, alter, establish and determine the lines beyond which 
no wharf, dock, picr or other construction shall be placed, con- 
structed or maintained in the river fronting on said town; 


To grant to persons or corporations, in such manner and 
upou such terms and conditions as it may prescribe, fran- 
chises and privileges to locate, construct, extend. and operate 
any enterprise in, upon or through any public park, square, 
street or other highway; provided that such grant shall be 
subject to the right to repeal and revoke the same for the 
abuse, misuse or non-use of the franchises and privileges grant- 
ed; and provided further that no ordinary granting any such 
franchise or privilege shall be passed unless it shall receive 
the affirmative votes of two-thirds of all the commissioners; 


To regulate and control the storage, within said town, of 
gunpowder, or any other dangerously combustible matter, and 
any explosive oils or compounds; to grant licenses or permits 
for any lawful purpose and to define the purposes for which 
licenses or permits shall be required; 
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To make and enforce sanitary regulations; to define, abate PRL oer 
and remove nuisances injurious to the public health or danger- 
ous to the inhahitants of said town; and to prevent the in- 
troduction of infectious or contagious diseases; for which pur- 
poses its jurisdiction shall extend to-any distance within one 
mile of the limits of said town; 

To regulate and control the erection of buildings within said Bulldog 
town and to require licenses or permits to be taken out before a: 
the erection or repair of any buildings; 

To prohibit the going at large of any horse, cow or other gteays 
animal, except under regulations prescribed by it; to lay and 
collect fines on the owner or harborer of any horse, cow or

To provide for the payment of the legitimate expenses of Payment ot | 
the corporation, and for the annual payment, through the tndevtedness 
medium of a sinking fund or otherwise, of a portion of its 
bonded indebtedness, now- existing or hereafter to be created; 

To prescribe the extent of steps, porches, cellar doors and Gfe peretics, 
other outlets to buildings; to regulate the constrnetion and 
repair of chimneys ; 

To make the violation of its ordinances a misdemeanor in Violatton of 
all proper cases, and to prescribe the punishment therefor by ogee 
fine *of imprisonment; provided that such fine shall not ex- rine 
ceed twenty-five dollars and such imprisonment a term of ninety 
days;

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To exercise all municipal powers necessary to the proper 
administration of the municipal government, and for the well- 
being of the inhabitants of said town, whether such powers 
be expressly enumerated herein or not. 


Section 5. There shall be five Commissioners who shall 
elect from their own number a president, treasurer, and sec- 
retary. The Commissioners shall appoint at their first meet- 
ing in April an alderman, a town constable, an overscer of ,the 
roads, and an assessor. They may also appoint such other 
officers as may be necessary. The tax collector may also act 
as the assessor. 


Section 6. No person shall be eligible to office who is not, 
at his election, a citizen of the State, and a resident of the 
town for at least one year. A commissioner must have re- 
sided in the town two years next before his election, and must 
also be, at the time of his election a substantial freeholder in 
the town. No ordained clergyman or minister of the gospel, 
of any denomination, shall be eligible to any office established 
under or by virtue of this charter. 

Every officer of said town, before he enters upon the duties 
of his office, shall take an oath or affirmation to support the 
constitution of the United States, and the constitution of the 
State of Delaware, and that he will perform the duties of the 
office to which he has been appointed or elected, with fidelity. 

The Treasurer shall, before entering upon the duties of his 
office, give bond to the corporation in such amount as shall 
be determined by the Commissioners, and with surety, to 
be approved by the Commissioners, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of the duties of his office, and with a 
warrant of attorney for the confession of judgment thereto 
annexed. The treasurer shall prepare such reports as the Com- 
missioners may require of him. The Commissioners may, by 
ordinance, require such other officers of the town to give bond 
in such manner and with such conditions as it may deem proper. 


Section 7, The salaries, fees, or compensation of the officers 
shall be established by ordinance ; but no salary, fee, or emolument 
of any officer shall be increased or reduced, for and during the 
period of service for which he may have been elected or appointed. 
No ordinance establishing the salaries, fees or emoluments of

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any elective office shall take effect previous to the general munic- 

ipal election then next ensuing, and unless notice thereof shall be 

posted, at least two weeks before said election in at least five 

pttblic places in said town.

Conmnissioners, On the same day in 1910 there shall be held a 
town election at which there shall be chosen one commissioner.

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the officers to be elected thereat, by posting notices in five or more 
public places in said town. There shall be an inspector and two 
judges, which judges shall also act as clerks at such election, 
elected by the electors present. Aft such election every citizen of 
said town, who shall have attained the age of twenty-one years 
and shall have resided in said town one year next preceding the 
day of election, and is a taxable thereof, and shall have paid a 
town tax within twelve months prior to the day of holding said 
election, shall have a right to vote. But no one shall be per- 
mitted to vote who has heen declared a delinquent for the year 
next preceding the election. The inspector and judges of the 
election shall decide on the legality of the votes offered. Imme- 
diately after the election is closed the votes shall be read and 
counted in public and the persons having the highest number of 
votes shall be declared duly clected and shall continue in office 
during the term for which they were chosen, or until their suc- 
cessors are duly elected. Immediately after such election the 
persons under whose superintendence the election is held, shall 
enter in a book to be provided for that purpose, a minute of such 
election, containing the names of the persons chosen and shall 
stfhscribe the same and give the persons so elected, certificates of 
their election. The hook containing such minutes shall he kept 
and preserved by the Commissioners, 

All elections shall be by ballot and a plurality of votes cast 
shall make a choice. 

A failure to hold an election on an election day, of the omis- 
sion to execute any authority conferred by this Act, shall not dis- 
solve the corporation, but the authority of each officer shall con- 
tinue until the next general municipal election. 


Section 11. It shall be the duty of the President to see that 
the laws and ordinances of the said town are faithfully executed. 
He shall have the custody of the seal of the corporation and the 
right of affixing the same. 

He shall countersign all drafts on the treasurer, with approval 
or non-approval ; if not approved, the treasurer must not pay such 
drafts. 

Section 12. The Commissioners shall at their second regular 
meeting after the General Election appoint an Alderman who is 
hereby constituted a conservator of the peace, within said town, 
and is authorized and empowered to exercise, within said town, 
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all the authority which a Justice of the Peace may exercise under 

the laws of this State, with power to commit persotis guilty of a 

breach of the peace to the County Jail at Georgetown, or to stich 

place as may, for that purpose, be provided by said town. He 

may take recognizance for keeping the peace, for being of good 
beliavior, or for appearance, or otherwise. The Alderman shall 

have jurisdiction of all offenses which shall be committed within 

said town against any of the laws of the State.

An Act To INCORPORATE THE TowN oF ROXANA. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Delaware in General Assembly met: 


Section 1, That Dr. John W. James, Orlando W. Wilgus, Commissioners 
and William A. Law are hereby appointed commissioners, whose 
duty it shall be, and they, or a majority of them, are hereby 
authorized and empowered, with the assistance of a skillful sur- 
veyor, to be by them chosen, to survey and lay down on a plot survey and 
the town of Roxana in Sussex County and establish its limits, Pes tlainer 
making and describing the streets and sidewalks and shall, 
when the service is performed, return the plot, under their hands, 
to the Recorder's Office at Georgetown, to be recorded, and the 
original and the record, or a certified copy thereof shall be evi- 
dence. The Commissioners and the surveyor, before entering 
upon their duties under this Section, shall take an oath or affir- 
mation to discharged them with fidelity, and the aforesaid return 
shall show that this qualification was complied with. 


Section 2. That an election shall be held in Roxana, Sussex rection 
County, on the third Saturday of March, A. D. 1909, at the 
school house, from one o’clock till three in the afternoon, and 
thereafter on the third Saturday of every March at such time vyme ana 
and place as shall be determined and fixed by the town Com- Pisce ot 
missioners, due notice whereof shall be given by the said com- 
missioners at least five days before said subsequent election, for 
an alderman, three commissioners, an assessor and treasurer. 
The said alderman and commissioners and the assessor and Quanneattons 
treasurer shall be residents of and substantial freeholders in °°" 
said town. The votes shall be zeceived by State’s justice of the 
peace, and the result of the balloting for said alderman, commis- 
sioners, assessor and treasurer shall be ascertained by himself 
and two citizens of said town selected by him to assist in holding | 
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said election. At such election every male citizen of said town 
who shall have attained the age of twenty-one years, and is a 
taxable of said town, shall have the right to vote. The justice 
of the peace and the two citizens aforesaid shall be judges of the 
election and shall decide on the legality of the votes offered. 
Immediately after the election is closed the votes shall be read 
and counted, and the persons having the highest number of votes, 
shall be declared duly clected, and shall continue in office one 
year or until their successors are duly elected. In case of a tie 
of persons voted for under this act the alderman shall give the 
casting vote. Tmmediately after such election, the person or 
persons under whose superintendence the election is held shall 
enter in a book to be provided for that purpose, a minute of sticit 
elections, containing the names of the persons chosen alderman, 
commissioners, and assessor, and treasurer, and subscribe the 
same, and shall give to the alderman, commissioners, assessor, and 
treasurer elect certificates of their election, The book containing 
such minutes shall be preserved by the commissioners and shall 


be evidence. ! 


Section 3. That the commissioners of Roxana, to be elected 
as hereinbefore prescribed, and their successors in office, shall 
be aud they are hereby created a body politic and corporate in 
law and equity, and the said commissioners of Roxana, and their 
successors, shall be able and capable to sue and be sucd, plead, 
and be impleaded, answer and be answered, defend and be de- 
fended in all courts of judicature whatsoever in this State by the 
corporate name of the “Commissioners of Roxana” and may 
have and use a common seal with device or devices as they shall 
think proper, with power to alter or change the same as may 
be deemed expedient, to purchase, take, hold, receive and enjoy 
any messuage, land, tenements or hereditaments, in fee simple 
or otherwise, and also the goods and chattels, rights and credits, 
and to alien, grant, devise, sell and dispose of the same in such 
manner and form as they may deem expedient ; provided, never- 
theless, that there is hereby reserved to the Legislature the power 
and authority to repeal this Act, or any part thereof, or any 
other law which may hereafter be enacted respecting the said 
town and shall also have the power by ordinances to be passed 
and published, to license, tax, regulate and control auctions and 
auctioneers; to license, tax, regulate and control within said 
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towtt of Roxana the storage of gunpowder, of any other danger- 
ously combustible matter and any explosive oils or compounds; 
to licetise, tax, regulate and conttol or prohibit shows, exhibi- 
tions, public representations and amusements of every kind with- 
in said town; to grant licenses or permits for any lawful purpose 
and fix the amount to be paid therefor ; to define the purposes for 
which licenses or permits shall be required and to make and en- 
force such regulations as may be necessary with respect to the 
collection of the fees and charges for any license or permit 
granted, and for the collection of any tax imposed. 


Section 4. That the person elected as alderman aforesaid of turtsatetion 
said town shall have, within the limits of said town, all the 4‘ 
powers, authority, jurisdiction and cognizance of a justice of the 
peace of and over all breaches of the peace and other offertses 
within said town, to arrest and hold to hail, or fine and imprison 
all offenders, and of and over all fines, forfeitures and penalties 
which may be prescribed by any law of the State, or by ordi- 
nances of the town commissioners, regularly passed and estab- 
lished for the government of the said town; and of and over all 
neglects, omissions or defaults of the town constable or bailiff, 
assessor, or treasurer, or any other person or officer whose duty 
it may be to collect, receive, pay over or account for any moncv 
belonging to said town, or to execute or obey any law or ordi- 
nance thereof; provided that he shall not impose any fine ¢x- Proviso: 
ceeding ten dollars, nor have jurisdiction in any civil matter racer 1” 
other than to carry out the provisions of this Act, or the rules ‘lv! matters 
and regulations adopted for the government of said town by the 
pesons authorized to adopt the same under this Act. The fees of 
said alderman shall be the same as are allowed justices of the eee 
peace for similar services under the law of this State. It shall 
be the duty of the alderman to keep a book of record or docket, sterman to 
to be called the “Alderman’s Docket of Roxana,” to be provided ““"? "4 
hy the commissioners aforesaid, in which all his official acts shall 
be entered; and he shall, upon expiration of his term of office, 
deliver over to his successor all the books, papers, etc., pertain- Fatturo to 
ing to his office within ten days after the election and qualifica- renrt'te 
tion of his successor, and in default of so doing he shall forfeit seins 
and pay, for the use of the said town, the sum of twenty dollars, 
to be recovered before the succeeding alderman or any justice of 
the peace residing in said town.

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the office of alderman, commissioner, assessor, or treasurer, of 
the town of Roxana, by death, resignation, removal from office, 
or otherwise, such vacancy or vacancies may be filled by the 
commissioners aforesaid, at any meeting thereafter, for the resi- 
due of the term. 


Section 5. That the alderman, commissioners, assessor and 
treasurer, aforesaid so elected, shall, before one of the justices of 
the peace in the said town be duly qualified by oath or affirma- 
tion to perform the duties of their offices to the best of their 
knowledge respectively and without favor or partiality, and after 
being so qualified the said commissioners, at their first meeting 
after each election, shall choose a president and a secretary 
from their numbers, who shall continue during their term of 
office; and if, by death or otherwise, the place of president or 
secretary shall become vacant, the commissioners, or a majority 
of them, at their next meeting thereafter, are hereby authorized 
to fill said vacancy out of their own numbers as aforesaid. All 
the commissioners shall act, but the decision of a majority shall 
govern. The officers so appointed, after being qualified as afore- 
said shall have all power in like manner and be subject to all 
penalties the same as those duly elected to said office or offices. 


That the president of the commissioners of Roxana shall pre- 
side at all of its meetings, appoint all committees, receive com- 
plaints of nuisance, and other complaints of citizens of violations 
of law and ordinances and to present the same to the commis- 
sioners aforesaid at their first meeting for their action.

made by the person administering the oath or affirmation, 
in the record book of the commissioners containing the certifi- 
cate of the election of the alderman, commissioners, assessor 
and treasurer aforesaid. 


Section 17. That the commissioners, after having ascer- 
tained the sum necessary to be raised on the said town for 
the purpose of this act, and having apportioned the same on 
the assessment and valuation aforesaid shall, yearly, in the 
month of April, or as soon thereafter as convenient, furnish 
the treasurer of said town with a list containing the names 
of the taxables, as well the owners of real estate as those not 
owning real estate, and opposite the names of each the amount 
of the real estate and his personal assessment, distinguishing 
between them, and also the tax levied on each person, and 
also the tax on the whole valuation, and the vate per hundred 
dollars. The list shall be signed by the commissioners, or a 
majority of them. The treasurer, immediately after receiving

An Act To INCORPORATE THE TowN oF BETHANY BEACH AND 
Givinc Ir AutrHorITy to Issue BonDs. 


Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Delaware in General Assembly met, (two-thirds of 
each branch of the Legislature concurring): 


Section 1. That William A. Dinker, John M. Addy, Louis A. commissioners 
Drexler, Hiram J. Penrod, John R. Daisey, Thomas James and ‘ 
George W. Remagen, be and they are hereby appointed Com- 
missioners, whose duty it shall be to survey and have plotted survey ana 
the Town of Bethany Beach in Sussex County, laying out and” 
describing its streets, lanes, alleys and side-walks within the 
following bounds: 

Beginning at the Ocean on the central line of Tifth Street, puns 
thence westerly with said line to the eastern boundary of lands 
of Alonso H. Evans; thence with the said easterly line of said 
Alonso H. Evans to the northerly line of the canal right of way 
owned by the Bethany Beach Improvement Company; thence 
with the northerly line of said canal right of way to the westcrly 
line of the right of way of the Free Inland Waterway cotnecting 
Assawaman Bay with the Delaware Bay; thence with the said 
line of said Inland Waterway to the northerly line of lands of 
Hiram James; thence with said line of Hiram James and the 
northern line of lands of Henry M. Evans to Muddy Neck Road; 
thence with the old Hall and Evans line in a straight line to the 
low water mark of said Ocean; thence to the place of beginning. 

Such survey when made shall be filed in the Recorder’s Ctfice at survey to 
Georgetown to be recorded, and the original or a certified copy °° "°°" 
thereof, shall be evidence.

locally applicable. Before any additional territory shall be an- 
nexed to said town, the ‘Council shall pass a resolution describ- 
ing and defining accurately the territory proposed to be an- 
nexed, and shall give notice that ‘the petition for such annexa- 
tion has been presented by causing copies of said resolution to 
be posted in at’least five public places in said town; and within 
sixty days thereafter, if sufficient cause to the contrary be not 
shown to the Council, it may,'by ordinance, two-thirds of all the 
members concurring therein, annex to said town the territory 
described and defined in said resolution, and such territory shall 
thereupon become a part of said town. 


Section 2. That the ‘Commissioners named in Section 1 and 
their successors in office to be chosen as hereinafter provided 
shall be a body politic and corporate, in fact and in law, hy 
the name of “The Commissioners of the Town of Bethany 
Beach,” and shall have a common: seal and may sue and be s:'edl 


by that name. 


Section 3. (That the Commissioners herein named shall con- 
tinue in office until the first Tuesday after the first Saturday in 


August, A. D. 1910. 


Section 4. That on the first Tuesday after the first Saturday 
in August in the year, A. D. 1910, and on the first Tuesday after 
said first Saturday of August in each and every year thereafter, 
an election shall be held in the said Town of Bethany Beach, at 
such place as may be designated by the Commissioners, betwcen 
the hours of one o’clock and four o’clock in the afternoon, at 
which election the voters of the Town qualified as hereinafter pro- 
vided, shall elect commissioners as follows: At the said election

If any vacancies shall occur in said Commission by facanees, 
death, resignation, refusal to serve or otherwise, the remaining 
Commissioners shall have power to fill such vancancies until the 

ensuing annual election, at which time such vacancies shall be 

filled by election of Commissioners to fill out the unexpired term 

or terms of the Commissioners in whose stead they shall be 

elected.

The said persons so chosen shall be judges of said election 
and shall decide the legality of the votes offered and all other 
matters in dispute. The said inspector shall receive and de- 
posit in a box provided. for that purpose the votes cast at such 
election, and whenever the said judges are unable to agree 
concerning any matter of dispute the said inspector shall de- 
cide the same. The said officers shall publicly ascertain the 
results of the said election and certify thereto on the boak 
of the Commissioners kept for that purpose, 
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At any such election every person, male or female, who 
shall have been a freeholder in said town for a period of six’ 
months immediately preceding said election and against whose 
property there shall be no unpaid tax of the town on the as- 
sessment list, above the age of twenty-one years, whether a 
resident or a qualified voter of the State of Delaware or not, 
and who have actually attended or spent at least one week in 
said town during the year in which such election is held, shall 


be entitled to vote. 


Section 6. The said Commissioners named in this act 
at their first meeting, and the Commissioners to be elected to 
succeed them, and their successors, at the first meeting after 
each election, or as soon thereafter as may be, shall choose 
a president, from their own number and a secretary and treas- 
urer, to serve during the pleasure of such Commissioners, The 
said secretary and treasurer may be one and the same person 
and shall receive such compensation as shalt be fixed by the 
Commissioners. The said Treasurer shall give such bond as 
shall be determined, and as shall be approved by said Com- 
missioners. The said Commissioners shall also appoint a col- 
lector to collect the taxes that shall be assessed during the 
current year. If a vacancy shall occur in the office of collector 
the Commissioners shall appoint some person qualified as 
aforesaid to collect the uncollected taxes, and if a vacancy shall 
occur in the office of any officer appointed by the Commis- 
sioners, the said Commissioners shall fill such vacancy for the 
unexpired term.

of any person who shall be guilty of immoderate driving or 
riding in any street, highway or strand; to prevent the driv- 
ing of any drove or droves of horses, mules, cattle, sheep, or 
swine through any of the streets of the town, on the first day 
of the week, commonly called Sunday, and to regulate the 
same at other times; to regulate, protect and improve the 
public grounds of said town; to provide lamps and to light the 
streets and public places of every description in said town; 
to make and regulate wells, pumps, aqueducts and cisterns in 
the public streets; to establish and regulate one or more 
pounds, and to restrain the running at large of horses, cattle, 
swine, goats, and other animals; geese and other poultry, and 
to authorize the impounding and sale of the same, for the 
penalty incurred, and the cost of keeping, impounding and 
sale; to regulate and prevent the running at large of dogs; 
to authorize the destruction of dogs running at large; and 
to impose taxes on the owners of dogs; to locate, regulate 
and remove slaughter houses and hog pens, privies and water 
closets; to prescribe and regulate the places of vending or 
exposing for sale, wood, hay, straw, and other articles from 
wagons or other vehicles; to regulate or prohibit any prac- 
tice having a tendency to frighten animals, or to annoy per- 
sons passing in the streets, or on the sidewalks of said town; 
to restrain drunkards, vagrants, mendicants and street beg- 
gars; to prescribe the manner in which all contracts for per- 
forming work or furnishing materials for the town shall be 
made and executed; to abate or remove nuisances of every 
kind, at the expense of those maintaining the same and to 
compel the owner or occupant of lot, house, building, shed, 
cellar or place wherein may be carried on any business or call- 
ing, or in or upon which there may exist, any matter or thing, 
which is or may be detrimental in the opinion of the Com- 
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habitants of the town, to cleanse, remove or abate the same, 
under the direction of the Commissioners, as often as the said 
Commissioners or local Board of Health may deem neces- 
sary for the health of the inhabitants of the town; or in a 
summary manner to cause the same to be done at the ex- 
pense and proper cost of such owner or occupant; and such 
owner or occupant is hereby expressly made liable for said 
cost and expenses, to be collected in such manner as the Com- 
missioners may by ordinance direct, from such owner or oc- 
cupant, in addition to any fine or penalty, to which he or she 
may be liable for maintaining the said nuisance. To regu- 
late and control the manner of building or removal! of dwell- 
ing houses or other buildings and to provide for granting per- 
mits for the same. To establish a building line for buildings 
hereafter to be erected; provided that such building line shall 
not be established more than ten feet back from the front 
line of the lots. To prohibit within certain, limits, to be from 
time to time prescribed by ordinance, the building or erect- 
ing of stables; to regulate the construction of chimneys, to com- 
pel the sweeping thereof, to prevent the setting up or con- 
struction of furnaces, stoves, boilers, ovens or other things 
in such manner as to be dangerous; to prohibit the deposit 
of ashes in unsafe places; to authorize any town officer or 
constable, or person whom they may designate for that pur- 
pose, to enter upon and inspect amy place or places for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether the same is or are in a safe 
condition, and if not, to direct or cause the same to be made so; 
to regulate or prohibit the carrying on of manufactories dan- 
gerous in causing or promoting fires; to regulate or pro- 
hibit the manufacture, sale or use of fire works, and the use 
of firearms, in said town; to regulate or prohibit the use of 
candles and lights in barns, stables and other buildings. To 
establish, regulate and control a suitable sewer and drainage 
system for said town. To make and establish such other or- 
dinances, regulations, rules and by-laws, not contrary to the 
laws of the State or of the United States, as they, the said 
Commissioners, may deem necessary to carry into effect the 
powers and duties conferred and imposed upon them by this 
Act or any other law of this State, and such also as they may 
deem necessary and proper for the good government, order, and 
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protection of persons and property, and for the preservation 
of the public health and property of said town and its inhabi- 
tants, also for their own government and meetings, and may 
change, alter and amend such ordinances, regulations, rules 
and by-laws from time to time as they may deem proper. 


Section 10. The said Commissioners may fix and prescribe may prescribe 
fines and penalties not over Twenty Dollars, for the violation ed i 
of any authorized town ordinance and any person violating 
any such ordinance, shall upon conviction of the offense be- 
fore the Alderman or any Justice of the Peace within the coun- 
ty, be fined the amount so prescribed, and upon failure to 
pay such fine, be committed to the town lock-up or county 
jail for not more than five days. All fines and penalties when Shall be 
collected shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Town. Treasurer 


Section 11. That the Commissioners of said Town are au- Paving 
thorized upon the written petition of five freeholders of the 
said Town to notify and direct, in writing, the owner or own- 
ers of any house or land in said Town before, along, in front 
of, or adjoining which they, the Commissioners, deem proper 
that a pavement should be made, to curb and lay a pavement, 
or either, of such material and of such length and width as 
the said Commissioners shall specify. Notice to one joint own- notice 
er shall be notice to all, and in case the owner shall not re- 
side in the town at the time notice to the occupant or tenant 
shall be deemed to be a sufficient notice. If there be no oc- 
cupant or tenant residing in the town at the time, such notice 
may be sent by mail to the owner, directed to him, or her at 
the postoffice nearest his or her last known residence. If such 
owner shall neglect or refuse, for the space of three months, own may 
after being directed as aforesaid, to lay such pavement and Pv When 
curb, or either, it shall and may be lawful for the said Com- 
missioners to cause such pavement and curb, or either, to 
be made, and to recover the cost of making the same by the 
distress and sale of any goods and chattels, lands and tene- Sale ot 
ments belonging to such owner within the limits of said town; ny 
and for this purpose the said Commissioners of said town shall 
issue a warrant under the seal of the corporation, directed 
to the Treasurer of the town commanding him that of the 
goods and chattels, lands and tenements of such owner he 
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shall cause to be levied and made the amount of the said cost 
of pavement and curbing. In collecting the said amount the 
said Treasurer shall have all the powers of a collector of 
county taxes, 

That claim for the cost of paving and curbing, or either, 
shall be a lien on the premises in front of, along or adjoining 
which the work was done, and shall have priority over any 
lien, incumbrance, or conveyance suffered or made by such 
owner after the completion of such improvement. If the pre- 
mises in front of, along or adjoining which a pavement or 
curbing is directed to be laid, are held or owned by a tenant 
for life, the expenses incurred as aforesaid shall be paid by 
the owner or owners of the reversion in fee. Whenever a 
pavement or curb shall be laid by the owner before or in front 
of, along or adjoining his house or land, pursuant to the direc- 
tion of the Commissioners, the said Commissioners may if 
they deem it proper and are satisfied that the work has been 
done according to their specifications, allow to such owner, 
out of the funds of the town, the whole or any part of the 
cost of said pavement and curbing. 


Section 12. That for the purpose of raising money for 
the general purposes of said town the Commissioners of said 
town be and they are hereby authorized and empowered, to 
levy and collect by taxation, not exceeding one thousand dol- 
lars in anv one vear on all the assessable real estate within 
the limits of said corporation. Provided, that the voters at 
any annual election may, by a majority vote, authorize the 
levy and collection of a larger amount which shall in no year 
exceed Three Thousand Dollars. 


Section 13. That the said Commissioners hereinbefore named, 
and their successors in office, shall each year, during the month 
of June, make a true, just and impartial valuation or assessment 
of the real estate within said town and shall as soon as possible, 
cause a full and complete transcript of said assessment, contain- 
ing the amount assessed. to each freeholder, and corporation, ta 
be hung up in a public place in said town, there to remain for 
the space of thirty (30) days for public inspection. That said 
Commissioners. may, if they see fit, appoint some person assessor 
to make said assessment. The said Commissioners shall, within 
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three (3) days after the expiration of the said thirty (30) days, 

hold a Court of Appeal, which shall continue open from two Appeals 
o'clock P. M. to five o’clock P. M. of the same day, when they 
shall hear appeals from said assessment. Notice of the hanging 

up of the list and also at the same time notice of the time and Notice 
place of hearing appeals shall be given by notice posted in at least 

five public places in said town. The decision of a majority of 
said Commissioners upon any appeal shall be final and conclusive. 

No Commissioner shalf sit- upon his own appeal, but the same 
shall be heard and determined by the others. After the valuation 

and assessment shall be examined and adjudged by the said Com- 
missioners all taxes shall be levied, assessed and raised on the 

real estate thus valued and assessed in just and equal proportion. 

The said Commissioners, before commencing to make said assess- 
ment, shall be sworn or affirmed, by some person authorized: by 

the taw of this State to administer oaths, diligently, faithfully and 
impartially to perform the duties herein imposed to the best of 
their ability, knowledge and judgment. Provided, that said Com1- proviso 
missioners in the valuation and assessment of real estate shall not 
include any lot, tract or parcel of real estate containing more than 

five acres. All lots of real estate containing over five acres shall 

be exempt from municipal taxation. 


Section 14. That the said Commissioners, after having revised pupiente 
and completed the said assessment as aforesaid, and ascertained 
and determined, according to their best judgment, the amount 
necessary and proper to he assessed to each freeholder, of said 
town, and also the tax levicd on the whole valuation and assess- 
ment, and the rate per hundred dolfars, they, or a majority of 
them, shall sign such perfected list and immediately place the 
same or a duplicate thereof in the hands of the said collector, who 
shall at once proceed to collect the taxes mentioned and contained 


in said list, and in collecting the same shall have the same powers powers of the 


as are given by law to a collector of county taxes; in the collec- lr 
tion of said taxes the said collector shall deduct five per cent. 
from the amount of the tax assessed against the property of 
any one who shall pay such tax by the first day of September, 
following the assessment of said tax, and shall deduct four per 
cent. from the amount of taxes assessed against the property 
of any one who shall pay such tax by the first. day of October, 
following the assessnient of said tax. The said collector before 
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entering upon the duties of his office shall give bond with suffi- 
cient surety to the said Commissioners, to be approved by them, 
in a sum at least double the amount of the list or duplicate of 
taxes, placed in his hands, conditioned for the faithful discharge 
of the trusts imposed in him and for the collection of all taxes 
committed to him and for the payment by him of the amount of 
all such taxes, excepting only as far as allowance shall be made 
to him by the said Commissioners for delinquencies, commissions 
or otherwise, to the officer or officers authorized or appointed 
by the said Commissioners for the purpose, at such times 43 
the Commissioners shall appoint. The said collector shall receive 
such reasonable compensation or commissions for his services as 
shall be determined by the said Commissioners. 


Section 15. The said Commissioners may elect some suitable 
person, to be alderman, who may or may not be a Justice of the 
Peace, resident of said town, to serve as such for one year, or 
until his successor shall be duly elected, subject, however, to be 
removed from office at any time by a vote of two-thirds of all the — 
said Commissioners, Before entering upon the duties of his of- 
fice he shall be sworn or affirmed, by the president or by any one 
of the Commissioners, to perform the duties of his office honestly, 
faithfully and diligently. It shall be his duty to execute all 
laws enacted for the government of said town and to carry into 
effect the orders and directions of the said Commissioners made 
in pursuance of any law of this State or of any ordinance that 
the said Commissioners may legally make and establish. 

He shall have jurisdiction and cognizance of all breaches of 
the peace and other offenses in said town, so far as to arrest and 
hold to bail, or fine and imprison offenders, and also of all fines, 
forfeitures and penalties which may be prescribed by any ordi- 
nance of the said Commissioners regularly passed and established 
for the government of the town; provided, that he shall not im- 
pose any fine exceeding Twenty Dollars ($20.00). 

His fees for any service under this Section shall be the same as 
those of a Justice of the Peace for a like service, and for any 
service or duty for which no fee may be provided by law the fee 
may be established by ordinance of the Commissioners. 

If any vacancy shall occur in the office of such Alderman by 
death, resignation, removal from office or otherwise, such vacancy 
may be supplied by the Commissioners at any meeting thereof 
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for the residue of the term. At the expiration of or other termi- 
nation of his term of office and within two days after the election 
of his successor, he shall turn over to such successor all the 
books and papers belonging to such office, and shall pay over to 
the treasurer all moneys in his hands belonging to the said town 
within five days after the expiration or other termination of his 
term of office, upon his neglect or failure to deliver to his suc- 
cessor in office, within the time aforesaid, all the books and papers 
belonging to his office, or upon his neglect, or failure to pay over 
to the treasurer within the limit aforesaid, all moneys belonging 
to the town, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof, by indictmeni, shall be fined not less than 
Twenty nor more than One Hundred Dollars. The Alderman 
shall report to the Commissioners all fines and penalties and pay 
the same to the treasurer at such times as the Commissioners may 
order and direct. 

The said Commissioners may appoint such number of local cor 
stables as shall be deemed necessary, who shall constitute the 
town police. 

And it shall and may be lawful for the said Commissioners to Lock-up, or 
keep and maintain a suitable place as a lock-up or jail for the use tea" "” 
of said town, and the Alderman or Justice of the Peace acting 
under the provisions of this Act, or carrying into effect any 
judgment or sentence pronounced under its authority or by vir- 
‘ture of any ordinance or regulation adopted by virtue of the power 
conferred by this Act may commit to the lock-up or jail for any 
time not exceeding five days. 

Section 16. That the said Commissioners shall have the au- yutnonty to 
thority to use the money in the treasury of said town for the pay- 28 money, 
ment of current expenses of said town and for paying interest, in- e*penses 
debtedness and fixed expenses and charges as they, or a majority 
of them, may deem advisable and proper, but the said treasurer 
shall pay out no money except upon the written order of the 
Commissioners or a majority of them and the warrant of the 
president. If any person shall maliciously injure or destroy any ening 
of the property of the said town, he shall be deemed guilty of a ’"7r'’ 
misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less 
than Ten nor more than One Hundred Dollars. 

Section 17. That the Commissioners of said town be and they authority to 
are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to borrow, on Pertew $5000 
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the credit of the said town, a sum of money not exceeding [ive 
Thousand Dollars. That from time to time additional bonds of 
the said town not exceeding in amount including said first issue 
Twenty Thousand Dollars may be issued by said Commissioners 
if authorized by a majority vote of the voters of said town at an 
annual election; such vote being requested by at least ten free- 
holders of the town in writing, and notice of the submission ot 
such question to the voters at such election being included in the 
notice of such annual election provided for by Section 4 hereof. 


Section 18. That the said Commissioners, for the purpose of 
carrying into effect the provisions of this Act, shall have power 
and authority, and are hereby directed from time to time to issue 
bonds of the said town of such denominations as they shall deem 
best, bearing interest at a rate not exceeding five per centum 
per annum, payable semi-annually on the first days of July and 
January, respectively, in each year at such bank or trust com- 
pany as the Commissioners shall designate. Such bonds shall 
be issued from time to time in such amounts as may be deter- 
mined by the Commissioners, each issue being designated on the 
bonds. Provided that no bond shall be sold for less than ninety 
per cent. of their face value. The principal of sttch bonds shall 
be made payable in thirty years from the date of the issue thereof.

deeming said bonds or any part of them at the expiration cf

The said Commissioners are further authorized and empowered gpoctat tax 
at their discretion to levy a special tax upon the said real estate 
within the limits of said town, for the purpose of establishing a 
sinking fund adequate to the redemption, at or before maturity, 
as prescribed in this Act of all the bonds which may be issued 
under the provisions of this Act; provided, that the amount to be 
raised for this purpose shall not in any one year exceed a sum 
equal to five per centum of the total bonded indebtedness. The 
special tax provided for in this Section shall be collected from 
the owners of real estate in the same manner as the other taxes 
levied by the said Commissioners are collected. Said Commis- 
sioners may also appropriate and set aside for such sinking fund 
so much of the general funds of said town as they may from 
time to time think advisable.

Section 21. The faith and credit of the Town of Bethany yin of town 
Beach is hereby pledged for the payment of the bonds authorized pledgea 
to be issued under this Act. 


Section 22. Whenever at least fifteen legally qualified voter's May petition 
of said town shall petition the Commission requesting a vote upon upon any or 
any ordinance or any matter which may be the subject matter of “™""” 
an ordinance for an election thereon, the Commission shall ap- 
point a day for such election and shall choose an inspector and 
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judges therefor, and give the same notice for such election as iz 
required to be given at a general municipal election.

votes cast at a special election. Such ordinance shall be submitted 
to the legally qualified voters of said town upon petition for that 
purpose signed by at least fifteen legally qualified voters, submit- 
ted to the Commission at any time within three months after final 
action of the Commission upon such ordinance and unless such 
ordinance shall be approved by a majority of the votes cast at a 
special election such ordinance shall be repealed as though re- 
pealed by action of the Commission, 


The number of voters necessary to petition in order to secure 
an initiative or referendum vote may also be increased in the 
manner prescribed in this Section. A legally qualified voter 
shall mean a voter qualified to vote at the last municipal election, 
and any one may vote at any special election who was qualified to 
vote at the general municipal election next preceding. 

The Commission may also submit any question which it may 
deem proper to the referendum vote of the legally qualified voters 
of said town, Whenever the Commissioners shall receive a peti- 
tion for an election to be held not more than sixty days from the 
time such petition is received.

After rees 
the damages shall he fixed and ascertained by the freeholders, the 
commissioners aforesaid shall have the option to pay the damages 
assessed as aforesaid and to proceed with the said improvements, 
or, upon payment of the cost only, may abandon the proposed 
improvements.

CHAPTER 213. 
Of Marriage and Divorce. 


AN Act ‘to AMEND CHAPTER 221, VOLUME 24 OF THE LAWS OF 
Detaware, Entirtep “An Act REGULATING ANNULMENS 
or MARRIAGE AND Divorce." 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Delaware in General Assembly met: 


Section 1. That Section 1 of Chapter 221, Volume 24 of 
the Laws of Delaware, entitled “An Act Regulating Annulment 
of Marriage and Divorce,” be and the same is hereby amended 
by striking out of said section paragraph “(f)” and paragraph 
“(gr)” being the last two paragraphs of said section. 


Section 2. That Section 3 of said Act be and the same is 
hereby amended by inserting therein, after paragraph (f) vf 
said Section the following words:

Hundred Dollars ($500), then and in such event the successor 
shall be entitled to receive the same, free and exempt from any 
tax imposed by the provisions of this Act; and provided further 
that nothing in this Act shall be construed to impose any tax upon 
any property, estate or interest therein passing to or for the use, 
or in trust for, charitable, educational or religious societies or 
institutions, or cities or towns for public improvement, or to 
school districts or library commissions. 


Section 2. Every pecuniary legacy,and every distributive 
share of an estate payable in this State, shall be subject to the

The tax aforesaid shall be paid by such ex- 
ecutor or administrator within thirteen months from the granting 
of letters testamentary, or of administration, and any executor or 
adininistrator neglecting or refusing to pay the said tax shall 
not be allowed by the Register any commissions on the estate, 
and shall be liable, on his official bond, for the amount of the tax 
due the State on the funds in his hands. The exemptions pre- 
scribed in Section 1 of this Act shall apply to all legacies anil 
distributive shares of estate. 


Section 3. The estate or interest of every person, body politic 
or corporate, in all real and personal property, taxable under 
the provisions of Section 1 of this Act, whether in remainder, 
reversion or otherwise, or in trust or otherwise, or condi- 
tioned upon the happening of a contingency or depend- 
ent upon the exercise of a discretion, or subject to a 
power of appointment, or otherwise, and all annuities taxable as 
aforesaid, shall be valued by the Register of Wills for the pur- 
pose of determining the amount of tax to be collected from such 
person, body politic, or corporate, under the provisions of this 
Act. Where the property shall pass in trust or otherwise to 
one or more persons, bodies politic or corporate, for a term of 
years or greater estate or interest, and with remainder or rever- 
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sion to one or more other persons, bodies politic, or corporate, 
the estate or interest of each beneficiary shall be valued sepa- 
rately. The Register of Wills referred to in this Section shall 
be the Register of Wills of the County where letters testamentary 
or of administration, have been granted on the estate of the donor, 
grantor, devisor or intestate from whom the property aforesaid 
shall have passed as set forth in Section 1 of this Act, but if no 
such letters have been granted then the said Register shall be the 
Register of Wills of the County in which such property is, or is 
situated. Such valuation shall be made within thirteen months 
of the death of the donor, grantor, devisor or intestate aforesaid. 
The Register shall give one week’s notice to the parties in inter- 
est by posting the same in his office or in some other manner as 
he shall deem proper, of the time when he will hear any of said 
parties relative to such valuation. The said Register shall have 
power to summon witnesses and take testimony relative to the 
valuation aforesaid.

And Whereas, The General Assembly on the twenty-eighth 
day of February 1871 adopted a joint resolution relating to the 
publication of the Revised Code as amended with additional laws, 
and that pursuant to the provisions of the foregoing resolution 
a compilation of the laws was made and afterwards published 
and know as the Revised Code of 1874; 

And Whereas, The General Assembly on the ninth day of 
April A. D. 1891 adopted a joint resolution relating to the pub- 
lication of the Revised Code as amended with additional laws, 
and that pursuant to the provisions of the foregoing resolu: 
tion a compilation of the laws was made and afterwards pub- 
lished and know as the Revised Code of 1893; 

And Whereas, In the revision of the laws known as the Re- 
vised Code of 1874 and the Revised Code of 1893 no codifi- 
cation of the laws was attempted, the new statutes simply be- 
ing added to the old, and the laws repealed by new enactments 
omitted ;
